Upon this the Illinois senator, disre­ 
garding an apt leal not to force a discus­ 
sion at this tim e of so melancholy an af­ 
fair, deliver*>d a speech in which he said 
that the people demanded the truth con­ 
cerning the explosion and declared that 
they would not be satisfied with the in­ 
vestigation to ba conducted by the offi­ 
cers of the navy, who would virtually 
try their own case and would cover up 
any blame that the facts might show 
attached to them. 
He 
fiercely de­ 
nounced the policy of the government 
in its dealing with the Cuban question, 
into which he went at length, and re­ 
marked that the United States had 
adopted the policy of Spain in potting 
everything cdf until tomorrow. 
Sharp replies to Mr. Mason's charges 
were made by Mr. Wolcott (Col.) and 
Mr. Lodge (Mafia.). 
Mr. Wolcott declared that “not a pat­ 
riotic citizen in thi s broad land ha? not 
the fullest and most splendid and glor­ 
ious confidence in every department of 
this government and in the department 
rf the navy particularly.” Mr. Wolcott 
thought this wa- a time when we should 
refrain front gratuitous 
insult fo a 
friendly nation aud from unjust and ig ­ 
norant criticism. 
“ War may come,” said he. 
“ I think 
myself the day may not be far distant. 
When that day ooraes oar course must 
be eternally grounded in the right. 
War is a grim decision, and when it 
comes it most come so that the people 
of the world * can at least respect our 
conduct and our position.

the Kohinoor, 
which the queen always wears on state 
occasions as a brooch. 
Hie Saucy is a stone which is pos 
sessed of a rem arkable history. W eigh 
ing about 64 carats, it at one tim# 
formed part of the crown jew els of 
Duke Charles the Bold of Burgundy, 
and on bis death in battle in Sw itzer­ 
land was found set either in his helmet 
or sword hilt. 
The Swiss sold it to th#

things with a high baud. 
The best people at these places are 
powerless because they have no munici­ 
pal form of government. 
The United 
State# marshal i# powerless because he 
eau appoint only a few deputies aud 
when they undertake to act they are 
singled out as target# by this ruffianly » 
class. One of this class wa# tried in the 
United States district coart last Decem­ 
ber far the killing of United States 
Deputy Marshall W att in January, 1897, 
and wa# acquitted by the jury in the 
face of positive testimony. 
" lu fact these influences seem to be
